AN ACT to amend Tennessee Code Annotated, Title 49, 

relative to assessments. 
 

BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF TENNESSEE: 

 SECTION 1.  Tennessee Code Annotated, Section 49-6-6008, is amended by adding 

the following as new subsections: 

 (g)  Notwithstanding subsection (c), the department of education shall release to 

each LEA and public school: 

 (1)  Fifty percent (50%) of the test questions, along with each question's 

correct answer, from the Tennessee comprehensive assessment program 

(TCAP) tests and end-of-course examinations administered to students in the 

2019-2020 school year; 

 (2)  Seventy-five percent (75%) of the test questions, along with each 

question's correct answer, from the Tennessee comprehensive assessment 

program (TCAP) tests and end-of-course examinations administered to students 

in the 2020-2021 school year; and  

 (3)  One hundred percent (100%) of the test questions, along with each 

question's correct answer, from the Tennessee comprehensive assessment 

program (TCAP) tests and end-of-course examinations administered to students 

in the 2021-2022 school year and in all subsequent school years. 

 (h)  The department shall ensure that the test questions, along with each 

question's correct answer, are released to LEAs and public schools no later than thirty 

(30) days after the TCAP tests and end-of-course examinations are scored. 
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 SECTION 2.  This act shall take effect upon becoming a law, the public welfare requiring 

it.
